Referring to this ruling, the Officiating Civil 
Pay-Master, Madras, points ont the difficulties 
ineident to its enforeement. With reference to 
the practice in regard to Bengul Salt rewards, he 
observes that there is such delay in notifying the 
reward that many informers do not claim rewards 
at all, adding that if there is the further delay of 
auditing and taxing the reward, the moral effect 
and eneouragement will be greatly weulzened, as 
the gift should follow quickly after the Act. 

He therefore sugzests that, except in cases of 
Government Servants, all rewards should be paid 
without pre-audit as formerly, and ineladed 
among the contingent charges. 

The Civil Pay-Master, Bengal, reports that 
rewards to informers in the Salt Department are 
not audited in his Office, and that it appears that 
a correspondence on the subject of the accumula 
tion of these rewards took place in#ls69-60, be- 
tween the Offigiating Accountant to the Govern- 
ment of Bengal and the Board of Revenue, adding 
that, in November last, the Board decided that 
the audit of the Controller of Salt Chowkies was 
necessary previous to the adjustment of the sume 
paid away as rewards to informers, and ‘that it 
was serpiiant ES pay perils ones, 
after the decision of a case, the ie 
being that fines imposed were frequently not dis- 
charged by the offender until sometime he 
had been sent to Jail.
